This was brought 
about by Mr. Lincoln's opposition to the 
repeal of the Missouri Compromise by 
the Kansas-Nebraska bill in 1854, which 
put him in direct conflict with Stephen 
A. Douglas, who was the promoter of the 
repeal and who challenged any one who 
disagreed with him to debate the ques- 
tion before the people. 
Opposed to 


Douglas on this question were, among 
the leaders, Lyman Trnmbuil, John A. 
McCleriiand, Judge Breese and John M. 
Palmer. 
They determim-d that borne 


one should debate the question with 
Douglas in the State. 
Nona ot these 


gentlemen had the courage to measura 
swords with Douglas and Mr. Lincoln 
having in a few public speeches shown 
his high ability to deal with the ques- 
tions involved in the repeal of the Mis- 
souri Compromise and to criticise Doug- 
las' course was put forward and debated 
the questions growing out of the Kansas- 
Nebraska bill. On the questions involved 
Mr. Lincoln carried the Legislature; but 
when it came to the election of the 
United States senator, alter it was agreed 
tbat Lincoln should be the choice of the 
anti-Kansas-Nebraska-bill majority and 
Lincoln had resigned his seat in the 
House in expectation of his election as 
United States Senator, John M. Palmer 
went back on the majority and on Mr. 
Lincoln, who had done the work and the 
result was the election of Lyman Trnm- 
bnll. This so outraged the people that 
in 1868 Mr. Lincoln was designated by 
the Republicans as their candidate for 
United States Senator. 


THE disposition shown by the city

Strong Probability that the Wife- 


Murderer Will Die To-Nighfc 


TE 
OFFICIAL WITHESSES IHYITED, 


And Instructed to Be at the Prison «t 


Seven O'clock this Evening-The 


Latest Story About the Doomed 


Man—A Vlson of Hell. 


AUBUBN, N. Y.. Auff. 4.-From pres- 


ent indications Win. Kcmmler will be 
executed between midnight and day- 
break on the morning of Wednesday, 
August 6. Warden Durston said this 
afternoon that he had sent invitations 
to the ou*-of-town witnesses, 
Friday 


afternoon before he took his hurried trip 
to New York, and that these witnesses 
were to be at the prison at seven 
o'clock Tuesday evening. All sorts of 
wild rumors have been in circulation 
In thelasttwenty-four hours. At an ear- 
ly hour yesterday it wai reported that 
two hacks had driven up to the prison 
gate at midnight and discharged their 
toads, and the Inference was hastily 
drawn that the witnesses had been sum- 
moned secretly and that the execution 
was to take place this morning. 
Great 


local excitement followed this anounce- 
nent, and the special correspondents of 
the New York newspapers, who are 
here in great numbers, were quickly 
routed out of bed and sent skirmishing 
after the facts. The story, like many 
others that had been put in circulation 
in the past week, was found to be with- 
out foundation, and Warden Durston, 
coming in this morning on the early 
train from Syracuse, where he had 
•pent the night, soon dispeled all lin- 
fering doubts of its falsity. 


This morning the story was in gen- 


sral clrcu lation and commonly believed 
that execution was to take place to- 
morrow morning. This impression also 
was dispeled 
when Warden Durston 


made the statement this afternoon to a 
reporter of the ;United Press that the 
witnesses are to assemble at the prison 
to-morrow evening. It does not follow 
necessarily that the execution will oc- 
cur Wednesday morning. It may bo 
deferred for another twenty-four hours. 
But Mr. Durston has stated several 
times since sentence was passed upon 
Kemmler that it was his intention to 
fix the hour of tho execution as early 
in the week as could bo done in do- 
cenoy. So it is more than likely that 
Wednesday morning will see the end 
of Kcmmler. 


It can be stated on tho most reliable 


authority that stories of Kemmler's 
physical and mental weakness recently 
published are unfounded. 
He is as 


quiet as usual; amuses himself as ho 
has done for months past by practicing 
his recently-acquired accomplishment 
—writing; cats heartily and 
sleeps 


well. Last night he slept like a child. 
Yesterday he &to three good meals and 
spent much ol his time writing cards, 
reading from his Bible and talking with 
his keepers. 


His spiritual advisor, Rev. Dr. Hough- 


ton, 
and the chaplain of tho prison, 


Dr. Yates, visited him during the day 
and spent more than an hour talking to 
him about the hereafter. 
Ho was calm 


and repeated his professions of faith 
without 
apparent emotion. Ho hag 


heard nothing of the rumors in circula- 
tion without, and while ho realizes 
that this is his last week on the earth, 
ho does not seem at all fearful of 
death.

ot John and George Stare, of Deoatnr, is 
in the city, introducing his patent iron 
road for country roads. It is patterned 
after the doable track street oar line. 
The grooved wrought iron rails in the 
model are 8 inches wide and one inch 
deep, resting on 3x8 inch oak stringers 
lengthwise, the stringers resting on iron 
crossbars half inch by two inches. Be- 
tween the rails can be laid paving briok, 
cobble stone or gravel, and Mr. Stare 
figures that the cost of the material 
Mone will be less than (1,00 a foot for 
the double track. He would tile the 
road and grade it so that surface water 
will rnn into the ditches properly. The 
question of proper country roads at cheap 
figures, is a matter that is agitating the 
country generally, and Mr. Stare comes 
to the front with what appears to be the 
cheapest and most durable improvement. 
With the Stare roud there would be a 
great saving of horseflesh every year, 
grain could be hauled speedily the year 
round, and farmers oonld dash into town 
every day and go home the same as in 
summer. Mr. Stare haa arranged to have 
five miles of his road made in Ford 
county, and if Macon county desires to 
teat the system he will grant the privilege 
and ask no pay until after it is proven 
that it is what he claims for it—a success.

men in place the August meeting of the 
city council was held last evening, the

Thirty-seven residents of the first ward 


petitioned the council to compel the 
Citizens' electric railway company to run 
their street cars the entire length of 
their track en Division street; and fail- 
ing to do so, that the track and poles be 
•removed. On motion of Aid. May the 
petition was referred to the streets and 
alleys committee to see if the ordinance 
for the street car line is complied with.
